YALE FIELD, NwW HAVEN, Conn., 
Nov. 18.—The bulldog and the tiger, who 
have been scrapping on the gridiron for 
thirty years, met on Yale field again 
this afternoon and fought out the old, 
old fight while 30,000 persons cheered | 
themSelves hoarse. 

When the game began at o'clock 
there was not an empty seat on one of 
the right stands which surround the 
gridiron. It was a typical football 
crowd, full to the brim of enthusiasm, 
and each side confident of victory. 

The Yale cohorts occupied the east 
stand, while Princeton's supporters 
were opposite, the crowds on the other 
stands being mixed. At noon the fun 
began, and it raged for two hours. The 
beautiful weather brought the people to 
the field early, and they had to be 
amused. : 

They followed the usual custom, Yale 
singing its battle songs acroSs to Prince- 
ton and Princeton shouting back its new 
“Wow Wow Wow” song, and following 
each verse with the famous locomotive 
cheer. 

Just before the teams came on the 
field, Yale sang her Boola song, wheie- 
upon Princeton got busy with “Old Nas-

KIEL, Nov. 18.—Torpedo boat ‘S126°’ 
collided last night near Buelk with the 
small cruiser Undine. The torpedo boat 
sank, and one officer and 32 seamen are 
missing, and all are believed io” be 
dead. 

The disaster occurred during the ma- 
neuvers in Kiel Pay. 

A torpedo boat division was making 
a regulation attack on the Undine. 
which had blinded her lights. 

Later she suddenly used her search- 
ligit, which confused the helmsman of 
the ‘‘S126,"’ and the torpedo boat got un- 
der the Undine’s bow and was struck 
amidships, causing the boiler of the 
‘S128’ to explode. 

The suddenness of the catastrophe ex- 
plains the great number of victims. It 
is believed that all the missing mem- 
bers of the crew were killed or drowned. 
Several wounded officers were rescued. 

Emperor William, who arrived here at 
noon for the swearing in of the naval 
recruits, ordered a,detailed report to be 
made to him. 


The accident occurred in the midst of 
a driving snowstorm and when the 
night was very dark.

In reaching the decision that carbon 
monoxide caused the death of Miss 
Bowers and Miss Mitchell, Dr. Hoch- 
doerfer says he was guided simply by 
the results of his examination and the 
analytical tests of the contents of the 
stomachs of the young women.

Nov. 18.—Fire in 
the business district of Knoxville early 
this morning destroyed property rang- 
ing value from $260,000 to  %3U0,W0. ‘ue 
conflagration was in the district on the 
east side of Gay street that has had 
half a dozen destructive biazes during 
the past eight years, which have cus.

Today's fire originated in the four-

BAFFLES ENGINEER 


New Steel and Concrete Basin 
at Waterworks Suffers a 
Mishap.

SPRING IS SUSPECTED 
| sak 
Nearly Seventy Feet of the 
Wall Is Ten Feet Out 

of Line. 


A subterranean spring, or water from 
heavy rains is the cause of a serious 
mishap to a™~ most important public 
work at the Baden Pumping Station of 
the St. Louis Waterworks. 
The massive cement .wall, form'ng one 
side of a new reservoir basin has been 
undermined, broken and shoved out of 
| place so that much of the labor expended 
‘on it by the contractors in charge of 
have to be performed 











again. 
The loss, which will, amount to sev- 
eral thousands of dollars will not rest 


upon the city. 

Expert engineers who have been as- 
signed to determine the cause of the 
break have so far been baffled in their 
effort to suggest a plausible reason why 
a wall of such: great strength should 
have been so seriously damaged. 

The massive structure is 200 feet long 
and is composed of steel rods surround- 
ed by concrete, cement and potter's 
clay. A section of the wall 70 feet long 
has*been shoved nearly ten feet out of 
line, and there is a jagged break from 
top to foundation at either end of the 
displaced portion. 

All tests for faulty construction have 
failed to show that the wall was orig- 
inally lacking in strength or that the 
materials used were inferior. The foun- 
dation did not rest in filled ground and 
all circumstances seemed to favor the 
successful construction of a basin to 
hold 12,000,000 gallons of water. 

Although not officially determined, it 
is possible that the damage was caused 
by the unavoidable presence of water 
(after heavy rains) around the base of 
the wall, which rests upon soapstone. 
This soil, when dry, is firm enough. 
Water added to it makes a substance 
almost as siippery as axle grease. For 
each cubic foot of wall submerged there 
is a decrease in weight of 6 pounds. 
This not only affects the wall's stabil- 
ity. but lessens the horizontal surface 
friction, upon which immovability large- 
ly depends. 

Assistant Water Commissioner Wall 
said Saturday: ‘“‘The work on this basin 
is long overdue. It should have been 
surrendered to the city last June, but 
the contractors have obtained three cx- 
tensions of time. The last of these ter- 
a Dec. 1. The loss will all be on 
them.”’

ARMY LACKS OFFICERS. 


Gen. Chaffee Makes Sugestion 
for Remedy in Reports. 


WASHINGTON Novy. 18.—''The army 
is underofficered,” says  Lieutenant- 
General Adna B. Chaffee, Chief of Staff. 
in his annual report to the Secretary of 
War. 

He says this condition exists for the 
army in peace and “in time of war it 
|! would be in a decidedly crippled cond'- 
tion.”’ 

There are 517 officers absent unon de- 
tailed duty. These officers are detained 
in the general staff, recruiting, at the 
various academies and schools, and on 
different kinds of duty required by or- 
ders and regulations. Gen. Chaffee 
thinks that provision shduld be made 
to fill these vacancies caused by de- 
tails, which are permanent in char- 
acter. Gen. Chaffee discusses the de- 
sertions In the army and makes the fol- 
lowing suggestion: 

“Some suitable legislation affecting 
the political right of deserters and 
aroused public opinion that desertion 
from the military service of the nation 
is repugnant in the minds of all good 
citizens, constitute the practical method 
and the only means, in my opinion, for 
the material abatement Of the crime re- 
ferred to.”

Joint Committee of Bridge Bond 
Issue Discuss Terminal Re- 
duction Offer. 





AGAINST A COMPROMISE 





Declares Even Complete A’boli- 
tion Will Not Cure Need 
of Facilities. 


No compromise of the fight for a mu- 
nicipal free bridge will be accepted by 
the 25 commercial and industrial or- 
Sanizations represented in the. joint 
committee which met to discuss the 
Terminal Association's overtures Friday 
night. 

The free bridge is held by the com- 
mittee to be necessary, not only as a 
means of relieving the present admit- 
ted ccngestion of traffic bound to and 
froin St. Louis, but as a guarantee that 
the reduction or the complete abolition 
of the arbftraries on such commerce, 
if undertaken by the railroads, will be 
periianent.

Free Bridge Only Solution. 


Prefacing the resolutions addressed to 
the Million Club were others outlining 
the joint committee’s position. In these 


latter resolutions it was declared that 
if a reduction of & per cent in the 
bridge arbitrary is a gvod thing, a_re- 
duc.uon of 10 per cent would be still 
better. But the committee’s sentiments 
as expressed in the resolution were not 
favorable even to a complete abolition 
of the arbitraries as a cure for the 
present evils. ‘The resolutions on that 
point say that the congestion of traf- 
tic is due to the inadequacy of factiiities 
for transporting freight to and from 
St. Louis. 

, There must. be neither compromising 
hor temporizing in the matter of a free 
bridge’ said the resolutions. Full and 
compiete relief is possible only through 
the building and operation of a free 
railroad and wagon bridge combined. 
The Ziebold ordinance contemplating a1 
issue of $11,000,000 in bonds, of which 
$3,500,000 is proposed for the building oi 
a free bridge, was indorsed by the 
resolutions.

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NO UNSURMOUNTABLE DIFFICULTIES 

One of the objections to the abolition of all the 
arbritraries urged by the railroads in the report of 
the Terminal Commission is the congestion of traf- 
fie on account of the lack of West Side facilities. 
Is not thi§ largely an imaginary obstacle? 

It would not necessarily follow from the aboli- 

tion of the arbitraries that all goods must be 
brought to St. Louis at once by rail. The rail- 
ewtoads could make an allowance equivalent to the 
arbitrary, for transfer to St. Louis by wagon, €o 
those who preferred to get the goods immediately, 
without waiting for rail delivery. The choice of 

l or wagon delivery would thus be open to 

ippers. | 

The Southeast lines now absorb the arbitrary; 
that is to say, they make St, Louis rates, with al- 
lowances for transfers made by wagons of the 
transfer companies. Could not the Eastern situa- 
tion be handled along the same lines until better 
arrangements are made? When the arbitrary was 
absorbed by the Southeastern roads-there was no 

‘disturbance of business nor of rates. The basing 

psPoints included all points in the bridge and terminal 
‘system, and no rates were disturbed nor was there 
any more congestion than is usually found. East 
St. Louis now enjoys the same rates from the West 
- that St. Louis enjoys, without a protest from any 
point. Why cannot this condition be reversed, giv- 
ing St. Louis the same rate as East St. Louis from 
the East? 

Granting that there are problems to be met with 
the terminals changed to St. Louis and with de- 
liveries in St. Louis, we do not believe the dif- 
ficulties to be insurmountable. If a Northeastern 
line should absorb the arbitrary, we do not believe 
its competitors would find unsurmountable  dif- 
ficulties to meeting its cut. Besides the railroads 
offer west side deliveries with reduced tolls, why 
not with eliminated tolls? What guarantee have 
they that the merchants will not want all of their 
shipments delivered in St. Louis under the offered 
compromise ?

It was conducted 
strictly according to Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, and “was to have been 
lought to a finish. Every detail sur- 
rounding the affair was handled in ac- 
cordance with the code, which has been 
so amplified and modified in recént 
years that old naval cers are aston- 
ished by the revelations. 

Midshipman Branch belonged to the 
secondclass, and Midshpman  Meri- 
wether belongs to the third. There had 
been bad feeling between them for a 
year. Possibly it was made worse on 
account of Meriwether’s vigorous asser- 
tions of what he deemed to be his rights. 


Meriwether Very Independent. 
“He wouldn't stand for any hazing, or 


anything like that,’’ said one of the 
boys. Meriwether is described as an 
independent, self-assertive chap. He 
has had four fights at the academy. 
In the first two he was whipped, the 


._ third he won, and the last, culminating 


in a tragedy, was declared a draw.

Plan Favored by Big Majority 
of Panama Consulting 
Engineers. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 18.—The Board 
of Consulting Engineers of the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission today de- 
clared itself by a large majority in 
favor of a sea level canal. 

From the beginning it was evident 
that a majority of the members were 
it favor of a sea level canal. Their 
point of view was that even if it cost 
more than a lock canal and would take 
longer in the building, it wouid ulti- 
mately be of greater use, as it will 
enable ships to make a much shorter 
trip than if they were obliged to go 
through three or four locks.
